MONCTON, Aug. 27. — A man belong- 
ing to Salisbury and working on the 
Buctoucho and Moncion railway, who 
had been seriously ill for t-ome days 
and drinking large quantities of water, 
yesterday vomi eil a huge lizard alive 
and active, which quickly got out of 
aight in rubbish.

Pembroke, Ont., Sept. 2.— Coroner 
Dixon has returned from Eganville, 
where he had been holding an inquest 
on the remains of Win, Dunlap, a 
farmer, aged 40 years, which wag found 
on Sunday morning at Mink Lake, six 
miles from Eganville village. The body 
when discovered by deceased's wife, to 
wuoin he was married last June, and 
hia little sister, was about bis feet out 
from the shore of the lake, and lying 
in less than a foot of water. It appears 
that, the victim was Bet upon by his 
murderers at the corner of lnsown house 
and beaten to death by hard-wood 
dubs, two of which were found al the 
spot covered with brains and blood. 
The hull and windows without wero 
also bespattered with blood and 
several purple s| lashes marked the 
scene of the murderous conllict and 
showed that the man must have 
fought desperately for his life. The

BULGARIA'S TROUBLE 

A QROWIHQ OPINION THAT WAR IS INEVIT- 
ABLE. 

Russia Adverse to Pri"oe Ausxawdek's 
heturn— turkish war preparations— 
Possible alliaihoes- 

LoNDQN, Aug. 31. — The secret of 
the Franzenbad interview is that M. 
de Giers urged Prince Bismarck earn- ! 
estly to prevent Prince Alexander's 
return to Bulgaria. Prince Bismarck 
declined to commit himself, took the | 
matter ad refer ■e.nduui and shortened 
the interview almost abruptly, A great 
amount of telegraphing between Ber- | 
lin, Vienna, London, Rome and Con- j 
atantinople ensued. Whether M. de 
Giers got an answer before Mb unex- j 
pectedly hasty departure is not known, I 
but the result was that Prince Alex- j 
ander was not restrained from going to 
Bulgaria. 

THE PORTE ACKNOWLEDGES ALEXANDER, j 

It is believed to be certain that the 
pressure of Germany, Austria and Eng 1 
land has gained Turkey over once more, 
and that the Porte will authorize j 
Prince Alexander, as a tributary J 
Prince, to enter Macedonia, subdue it j 
and incorporate it a« a part of hia do- j 
minions held under tb° Porte, with the 
view of an eventual kingdom of Bul- 
garia. 

WATCHING A PIRE EATER. 
Mr. Lascelles, British Consul-Conor- 
al, who was spending his vacation in 
London, started post haste for Solia 
the same night, to represent English 
interests in th'Jirying r,iiii"S now at j 
hand. Mr. Lascelles hastens, as does 
Prince Alexander, to forestall the tire i 
eater Dolgorouki, who is reported to be 
on his way to Sofia. He will be re 
~eived coolly, with strict courtesy, not 
affected, not recognized. 

RUSSIAN GOLD. 

It in known that Russian gold has j 
been going in great quantities through 
Greece to foment a rising in Mace- • 
donia, which is daily expected. 

RUSSIA WILL BE RESISTED. 

Against this plan is set the practical 
certainty that Russia will attempt to 1 
occupy Bulgaria, when she will be re- j 
stricted by Austria, Turkey, Roumelia, 
Bulgaria and Servia. This will enable; 
Germany to hold aloof, keep France in j 
awe and satisfy the Kaiser, whose 1 
scruples have long delayed a collision 
between the Teuton and Muscovite. It 
is said the Kaiser, in wrath at the po- 
litioal indignity offered to Prince Alex- | 
ander, has consented to let the Turks 
and Austrians undertake the task of 
chastisement. 

ENGLAND NOT AVERSE TO WAR. 

In short, heated diplomatic work is 
coming. England is believed to bo 
ready to assume the lead, and it is fel r 
far more probabtli than it was on 
Saturday thai oventut'ly she will tako 
a hand in the fight, Tiie most trusted 
men in the English foreign service be- 
lieve that war is inevitable.

CHICAGO ECCLNTHK ITIEN. 

Experience of a Youkq Man Who Would 
Be a Hotel ClErk. 

Chicago, Aug. 31.— A man giving 
his naiiiH as J. H. Raymond registered 
at the West Side Hotel and advertised 
for a hotel clerk, who was required to 
go into the country and deposit $78 as 
security. W. H. Hamilton called at 
Raymond's room, and was smilingly 
received. When Raymond learned that 
the applicant had §61 with him he 
locked the door, and at the point of 11 
revolver attempted to force Hamilton 
to give up the money. Failing in this 
he assaulted Hamilton brutally, strik- 
ing him with the hutto c a revolver 
till the young man was almost itiH'nsi- 
ble, Then, taking the casn from his 
victim, he hastily left the hotel and 
has not yet been arrested. Hamilton's 
skull is fractured in several places, 
and his condition is serious. 

Salisbury its an Inventor. 

Lord Salisbury's experiments in 
electricty, in connection with its appli- 
cation to agricultural implements, ap- 
parently occupied as much of his time, 
as the «reat questions before the na 
lion. Yesterday wan literally a field 
day in the electrical department. A 
tield of barley vas to be cut, bound, 
carted, threshed, etc , by electricity. 
The apparatus for doing the cutting 
was not in proper trim, so that part 
of the programme was omitted. The 
threshing, however, was accomplished 
successfully. The ,wire conveying the 
electricity was one and one half miles 
long, and the experiment, which was 
deemed a great success by those who 
witnessed it, passed off without a hitch. 
The appliance saved long distance of 
carriage and a great deal of labor. 
With the conclusion Lord Salisbury 
seemed as much delighted as if ho hud 
hood winked ihe Czar. 




The Russian press has h id its at- 
tention directed to the Pa itie during 
the last few days by ai other event, be. 
sidot the alleged Occupation of Port. 
Lizaroff. From Vladivostok, tele- ( 
grams have arrived announcing tho 
discovery of lame deposts of petroleum 
in Saghalien, For Russia this is a mat 
ter of greater importance than may 
seem at the outset 10 some readers. Jt 
is only the other day we gave an ac- 
count of the Russian fuel supply in 
the Pacific, pointing out the disappoint- , 
merit that had been occasioned in 
otticial circles by the result of a series 
of elaborate experiments with Sagha- 
lien and A moor coal at Vladi vostock; 
tho commission having practically re- 
ported that it was impossible to use 
eitner, and that Russia would have to 
continue to draw her supply of fuel I 
for her men of-war from Japan and I 
England. If the deposits of petroleum ! 
now discovered give a good field of oil, 
it will be within the power of Russia, 
who has now a large supply of liquid 
fuel in tho Black sea, to adopt it for 
the Pacifio, and use it on all the volun- 
teer cruisers and steamers running be- 
tween Odessa and Vladivostoek. Such 
an alteration in fuel would be no 
revolution for the Russian Admiralty, 
because, since 1873 the gunboats of 
the Caspian fleet have used nothing 
else but petroleum refuse, and the 
authorities possess types of furnaces 
which would give equal satisfaction in 
the Black sea and Pacific. Hitherto 
the RtiHfiitin Admiralty has not adopt- 
ed liquid fuel in the Black sea, owing 
to the inadequacy of the transport 
arrangements between Baku and Ba- 
toum, anil the absence of a petroleum 
BUpply in the Fur East. Now, bow- 
ever, that Saghalien, which was seized 
from Japan solely for the sake of its 
coalfields, has, developed a petroleum 
Bupply, the temptation will bo strong 
on the part of Russia to rid herself of 
her dangerous dependence on English 
and Japanese coal, and resort to liquid I 
fuel. In the meanwhile it may be in I 
ten-sting to note that the three chief 
discoveries of petroleum this year— in 
Egypt, at Men', and in Saghalien, have I 
ocouired precisely where there was a 
gap in the chain of petroleum supply I 
on the great routes of the world. This 
is very 'import ant, since the chief ob- 
stacle to the general adoption of liquid j

HONESTY THE BEST POLICY. 

If we are to judge of the character of 
the present ago by what wo aco daily re- 
nordod in the press of the daedai and acts 
of man, who, oooupyinp; shigh positions, in 
society, havo boon looked up to by thoir 
fellows as models of honoaty, morality and 
honor, we are almost forced to conoludo 
that u groat change, and that for the 
worse, is rapidly spreading among all 
ela&oea of society. In tho days of our 
fathers, the old proverb that "honesty is 
tho best policy" was ono of the fundamen- 
tal articles of belief, and in thoir dealings 
with each other tho sharp practicus that 
are now bo often resorted to by men of 
business to gain an "honest penny,," 
were tho exception and not the 
rulo. Tho solo aim and object of a large 
portion of mankind at tho present time 
appears to bo tho gathering up of riches, 
and it is almost impossible to enumerate 
tho innumerable quirks, dodges, and low 
potty aohemea to which many of them 
will resort to got the better of a rival in 
a bargain, trade, or salo. These men 
lire to be found in every community, not 
only Beemingly prosperous and trium- 
phant but looked up to by their fellow- 
citizens as olever, sharp, active business 
men, who are famed for making a profit 
out of everything they take a hold of 
and getting tho bottor of every one with 
whom thoy have business transactions. 
As they allow no qualms of conscience 
to interfti-i) with thorn in tho raoo for 
worldly wealth and honor, the men of 
principle and business integrity, tinding 
it impossible to compote with thorn, are 
forced to give way to these olever men of 
<mterprir.o who aro bound to do business 
and clear a handsome profit, either by the 
miccosH of thoir ventures or a favorab le 
compromise with thoir creditors. In time 
when the mask of deceit is torn from them 
and the public a', large become thoroughly 
acquainted with their shifts and artifices, 
thay find their proper level, and that a 
low one. Tho honest, upright, straight- 
forward business men, in time, also find 
thoir level, and that a high ono. Not 
only dors thoir business prosper and pay 
but they gain tho rospect and confidence 
of Ihoso with whom they have dealings, 
owing to the fact that their customers 
know that thoy are sure to got good value 
lor their money. Those who have little 
or no honesty themselves, like it at any 
rate in those with whom thoy deal, and 
it is the involuntary homage which vice 
pays to virtue when wo find men of this 
stump dealing with the upright merchant. 
Although the present day may bo 
one in which "rings," with all 
their rascalities, flourish and make money, 
yet, in a groat many instances, tho mov- 
ing apirita in the end have their doaerts 
meeted out to them by an outragod and 
indignant public. Who does not remem- 
ber tho fate of Boss Tweed and his "ring" 
of swindling and plundering scoundrels 
who so long lived and fattened upon the 
taxpayers of New York / Although the 
papers may bo filled with reports of the 
collap . o of bank* through the erabo/.zle- 
mont of directors, yet we are continually 
hearing that tha latter have either beuu 
brought to justice or committed suicide 
to escape the laws thoy hid broken and 
defied. Although to the right as wo'l as 
to the loft of us, we aoo men reaching out 
thoir hands to seize upon somothiug that 
does not belong to them and to which 
they have no claim — either in position, in 
wngea or in corporate privileges — 
yet in time the must of thorn come to 
grief, whil.-it the honest, upright men who 
stand true to principle in apito of abuae 
and misrepresentation and build up for 
themselves an unsullied reputation, win 
thoir way to positions of honor, emolu- 
ment and truat. Oliver Goldsmith, in 
his Vicar of Wakefield, puts tho whole 
matter in a simple sentence when he 
makes his clover blackguard Jenkonaon 
moralize over his wasted career in tho 
following strain: — "To my certain know- 
lodge, 1 have cheated neighbor Flam- 
borough at least once a year for the last 
quartet of a century ; but somehow ho is 
moro prosperous than over, and here 
am I, with all my cleverness, in prison." 
We have had to record in this city but few 
of the breuches of trust or heavy defalca- 
tions which havo characterized merchants 
und otherH in the various ousteru cities of 
trade, more especially in tho groat hives of 
industry to tho south o( us. We have for- 
tunately been very frco (rom such shady 
U'RUBactlons, and any that havo occurred 
can easily bo attributed to their causes . 
These havo boon tho proverbial western 
craze for gambling, now fortunately, with 
the inarch of intelligent ideas, giving way 
lo more honorable views na to the means of 
obtaining wealth. Dissipation, too, has 
been a fruitful source of many mens' go- 
ing wrong, it boing incompatible with 
healthy business life and a strict adher- 
ence to ordinary business duties. When 
we shall havo realized with Milton that 
"plain living and high thinking are no 
more," and shall have returned to the old 
und true standards of morality and jus- 
tice, wo shall hear loss of the aviftil 
suicides which follow in the way of tho 
transgressor, or of tho destitute widows 
and orphana wIioho trust has been betray- 
ed by tho bejewelled leungers in the gild- 
ed balls of ignorance and vice. 

THE OCCUPATION OF BULGARIA. 

Though tho telegraphic reports In re- 
gard to the situation in tho East are some- 
what brief, they aro yet. portentous 
enough to show beyond doubt that a 
troublous cloud ia gathering thoro. In 
abdicating the throne of Bulgaria, Prince 
Alexander told his lato subjects thut he 
did ao upon tho assurance of the czar that 
such a course would be for tho host in- 
terests of Bulgaria and that its liberty 
should be preserved intact. Tho emperor 
of Russia may deem that the boat way to 
ensure liborty to Bulgaria will be to 
take it under his own especial charge 
Thus the ciar would strengthen his posi- 
tion on tho Black sea by tho acquirement 
of so much moro territory, oitond an en- 
circling arm around Austria, and placo 
Russia immediately contiguous to her 
ooveted prize -Turkey Elusaia is fully 
aware of Ger nany'a disinclination to go to 
war with her, and knowing it, quietly ig* 
iioruB her ri^hl of protest against such 
officious Interference as has lately boon 
manifested in the deposition of Prinoe 
Alexander. Yet Germany equally with 
Austria is affected by tho state of alfairs 
in Bulgaria, and if Russian rule establishes 
itself thuro and refuses to givo \v*y toany 
protest of two or more of tho other pow- 
eri, then it would seem that tho time for 
something moro dooisivo had arrived. 
Wo (laid that Germany and Austria aro 
equally affected by any change in 



Bulgarian rule, but England is also, , 
and in a no less direct manner. As an 
influential nation it bohoves her to ro- 
gard with a jealous eye any change in tho 
present balance of power in Europe. The 
danger of tho military occupation of Bui 
garia by Russia ia apparent when tho 
position of that principality is considered. 
Even supposing that such a condition of 
things were tolerated, how soon would it 
be before somequibblo as to tho proper de- 
finition of tho true boundary between that 
province and Turkey would be raised, or 
difficulties started, which would finally 
be made to furnish a pretext for 
a quarrel and the commencement 
of a war against Turkey that would be 
claimed as a righteous ono by the oaar of 
all the llusaiaB. Austria, knowing Ger- 
many's attitude, is dubious of committing 
heraelf to a lino of action that might cause 
Germany to withdraw from alliance with 
her sooner than adopt the aamo 
course. France, presumably, would 
await the aotion of Germany, 
and if that country became in- 
volved iii|a heavy war would see in the 
circumstanoo her long-awaited opportunity 
for a war of retaliation; and to tho possi- 
bility of such an invasion in such a ease 
Germany is fully alive. When the time for 
decision shall havo fully arrived, England 
may be relied upon to act with a firmness 
consistent with tho importance! of the ques- 
tion at stake, und to unflinchingly main- 
tain whatever position she may assume. 
Although tho present British government 
have a sufficiently sure tenure of offloo, yet 
the lessons of tho many rapid changes of 
administration of late would render the 
marking out of a particular line of policy 
in the present question still more deliberate ; 
tho more so when tho many uusottled ques- 
tions which the government have to face 
impel them to restrain from initiative aotion 
over powers moro nearly situated and 
equally though not moro nearly eoucorneil. 
Russia, cognizant of the existence of these 
international considerations, has not been 
slow to take advantage of them, and 
the only reason to suppose that 
her intentions aro not exposed with more 
effrontery is the knowledge thai her 
hampered financial condition unfits her 
for a prolonged struggle with the allied 
armies of Europe. England may bo slow 
to move conspicuously in this matter, but 
should Russia take such stops as would 
imply a virtual annexation of Bulgaria, 
she will undoubtedly again receive an 
ultimatum as vigorous as that of Lord 
Beacouafield's, whose determined at- 
titude put a stop to all equivocation, 
and avortod what could not but hive been 
a moat bloody and disastrous war 

Minerals 111 the Railway Belt- 
September 8th, 188(5. 

To TitK Editor: I havo not a copy of 
the settlement bill before mo, but I re- 
member that in ono of tho clauses all 
mineral* aro resorved to the Island Rail 
wayOo. There is no exception made. Of 
course, I presume that gold proapoctora 
will bo allowed to work alluvial diggings, 
though according to the terms of the bill 
thoy should not. But what about other 
minerals f Prospectors do not uaually 
confine thoniaelves to looking for gravol 
diggings. Suppose uny of the persons 
who aro prospecting on the island discov- 
er within the railway bolt a lodo contain- 
ing gold, silver and, perhaps, other met- 
alB combined, what are thoir rights against 
the railway company ? This question is 
suggested by tho fact that some prospec- 
tors claim to have discovered lodes con- 
taining gold and silver mixed, like tho 
Nevada lodes. Specimens of the ore 
havo been assayed at .Sau Francisco, and 
found to contain gold and silver in con- 
siderable quantities, together with other 
minerals. I think that if a riah silver 
mine wore discovered within the railway 
domain tho company would bo authoriz- 
ed by the terms of the settlement bill to 
claim it aa their own and to prevent the 
discoverers from workinc it. 

Again ; even if the precious metals nre 
oxcepted from tho provisions of tho bill, 
although no such exception is mentioned, 
look at the perplexities which will be en- 
tailed, if any of tho baser metals are 
mixed in tho vein, as frequently happens. 
In some of the Nevada mines there is a 
good deal of lead, just as in lead mines 
there ia often a percentage of silver. If 
this were to happen horo within the rail- 
way domain, the oporators of tiie mine 
could not use tha lead. For the satis- 
faction of prospectors on thia island (at 
leaat in the railway bolt), it ia very desir- 
able that the law on thia matter should 
bo definitely and certainly known. Per- 
haps it will not be known until the ques- 
tion ia teated iu the courts. W. 

[Gold and silver are "royal" metals and 
unless specially conveyed by namo aro not 
convoyed under the generic thleof "min- 
eral." In tho case of "mixed" metals 
that is, gold and silver ores that carry 
base metal, tho quantity of metal carried 
will determine the nature of tho lode. If 
there is moro lead than gold or silver, the 
lodo will he classed as lead; but if either 
or both of the preoioua metals preponder- 
ate then the lodo will be gold or silver as 
the caae may he. — EDITOR COLONIST.]

Toronto, Sept. 9.-— In the election con- 
teat in lialdimund to-day, Mr. Coulter, 
the liberal candidate, wan olootod with a 
majority of ovor 200. Tho contest wai 
the keenest that his taken place in On- 
tario since 1858, when tho Hon. George 
Brown and John Hilyard Oameron con- 
tested Toronto. Tho government were 
confident of reclaiming tho county, which 
has been liberal since 1811. 

The Quebec legislature has boon dis- 
solved. Tho date of tho nominations ia 
fixed for the 6th October and the polling 
on the 12th. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Sept. 0. — General Paine 
called on Lieutenant H»>nn yesterday and 
proposed after the international races to 
keep tho Mayflower in commission in 
Marblehead Bay until there came up a 
gale of wind. Then in this gale he pro- 
posed to race tho Galatoa from Marble- 
hoad to Capo Cod, Lieutenant Bonn was 
somewhat taken aback at the bold chal- 
lenge and asked time to consider the mut- 
ter. 

SERVIA. 

TtRNK, Servia, Sept, 9,— Prince Alex, 
ander, Stambaloff, Karoviloft, and nearly 
all tho Bulgarian ministers arrived hero 
thia morning in a yaoht. Tho Roumanian 
jronps received the prinoe at tho landing 
and lined tho routo along which he pass- 
ed to thu railway station, Alexander took 
leave of hia ministers and officers horo, tho 
faruwell very oflbotiug, A Bulgarian aide- 
de-camp will accompany Alexander from 
here, who will leave' Turne this p. m., 
and will proceed direct to hia parental 
homo at BurmsUdt.

BULGARIA. 
Lo.m i'ai.anka, Sopt. 9. — Yesterday 
when Prinoe Alexander arrived here on 
hia way out of Bulgaria tho etroeta were 
covered with triumphal arches, and 
everything wa3 done to mako the prince 
feel that the people look upon his depar- 
ture as transient. Tho president of the 
assembly in his farewell address to the 
prince said that Bulgarians would never 
forgot that thoy owed him everything 
thoy had secured as a united nation, and 
that thoy would continue to consider him 
as thoir ruler; and hopod for his speedy 
return. Tho prince, in his reply, said 
that ho was happy whon Bulgaria was 
oontont, and would over be ready to as 
sist Bulgaria whon alio might bo in need. 
"1 hope to aoo you all soon again," lie 
aaid, in conclusion. The school children 
of Lompalanka atrewed his path through 
the city with flowera. 

TURKEY. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 9. — In notes to 
tho Dowora protesting against any foreign 
occupation of Bulgaria, the porte refers to 
tho representations of ML Stamborloff 
and M. Radslavoff made to tho Ottoman 
commissioner at Sofia with tho object of 
obtaining, boforo Prince Alexander left, 
assurances from sussora'n powers that 
there would bo no foroigu occupation of 
Bulgaria, nor any interference with tha 
righta of Bulgarian Independence whose 
safeguarding was guaranteed by treaties. 
The porte says that it consented to Alex- 
ander's departure from Bulgaria, and baa 
informed the Bulgarian government that, 
there will be no intervention so long as 
its legality is maintained and Bulgaria* 
fulfils her duty toward her suzerain. It 
suggests that tho powers favorably con- 
sider tho Btop tho Bulgarian government 
has taken because it is important to ter- 
minate the abnormal situation iu that 
province and also in Eastern Roomelia. 
The porto adda that Russia has declared 
she had no intention to intorvono in Bul- 
garia if Prince Alexander left the coun- 
try; and asks the powera to reply as 
promptly as possible in order to unable 
Turkey to givo tho Bulgarian government 
the assurance required. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Sept, 9 — The minister of war 
has received from Prince Alexander a 
dispatch asking that he bo allowed to 
resume tho position of a German soldier. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Sept. 7. — At a meeting of al- 
dermeo to-day, Alderman Luslc road n 
cablegram from the mayor of Charleston, 
in which the latter aaid that the oarth- 
quako had left o,IM)0 persons in Charles- 
ton in need of assistance. From the 
Mansion house Alderman Lusk, on behalf 
of tho Lord Mayor, issued an appeal to 
tho benevolent public for aid for the 
Charleston sufferers. 

The Moscow Viedotnosti says that 
Russia has still to doal with English in- 
trigues and Battenburgisra in Bulgaria. 

Gen. Buller reports that Kerry (Ire- 
land) ia unexpectedly free from crime. 

Surprise is expressed at St. Petersburg 
of the statement in Prince Alexander's 
proclamation that tho czar had promised 
10 respect the independence and liberty 
of Bulgaria. Such promised it ia declared 
was not made by the czar. 

The Standard prints an interview with 
the Russian representative at Phillipopo- 
lia in which tho latter statod that Prince 
Dolgorouki would arrive immediately at 
Sofia ao tho envoy of the czar, that Ruaaiu 
would advocate an amnosty, and thai tho 
war minister of Bulgaria would he a Rus- 
sian. 

The queen of Spain is suffering from a 
pulmonary disease, which ia making 
alarming progress. The affection is sim- 
ilar ti that which caused the death of King 
Alfonso. 

Alexander's triumphal progress is al- 
most without parallel. At every village 
m Bulgaria through which ho passed, 
crowds were waiting hia coming and lie 
was everywhere greeted with enthusiasm. 
Similar scenes occurred on tho Rouman- 
ian sinus* and iu Austria. After the 
prince had departed from Pesth a hostile 
demonstration w;ej made before tho Rus- 
sian consulate and the police had tubs 
summoned to disperse the crowds. At 
Presburg and other places large crowds 
were assembled to do honor to t lie prince. 

Tho Berlin correspondent of the Times 
says: Opinion gains ground that the 
czar's action ia duo moro to personal than 
political motives j that he only wanted to 
avenge himself on Alexandor.

San Francisco, Oal. , Sept. 9. — A lot- 
tor from Seoul, Ooroa, dated August 2nd, 
states that tho deaths from Asiatic chol- 
era from July 16tb to Doth numbered 3,- 
140. Since then, from 2l>7 lo -197 per- 
sons havo died daily. CofliiiH could not 
bo obtained, and tho bodies wera wrap- 
ped iu sacking. In many plaoos dogs und 
vultures hud scratched awiiy the light 
covering of earth and devoured tho bod- 
ies. 

Washington, D. C. , Sept. 9.— -Acting 
Attorney General .Jonlu hua submitted an 
opinion to tho treasury department to the 
effect that foreign vessels are liable to a 
line of £2 for every passenger transported 
from one American port to another whnn 
the passage is taken first to an intnrmo- 
diato foreign port and thence to a domes- 
tic port. 

Nf.w Vohk, Sept. 9. — There worn 
plenty of disappointed ynchtamen in New 
York to-night in ooristfqiiohae of tho sec- 
ond rsoe of the international series hav - 
ing been postponed until Saturday. Af- 
ter aailing in a freak breeze from tho east- 
ward for four hours, and in ■ li«ht breeee 
from the sumo quarter for two hours 
more, the Mayflower and Galatea, with 
an accompanying ileal ol nuarly on* hun- 



dred vesso'lB, wero enveloped in a thick 
fog, ton inilos east of Sandy Hook light- 
ship, and were compelled to abandon the 
race When the Mayflower roundod 
"Outer Mark," -'0 miles east of tho Scot- 
land lightship, at 4h. 26mih. 22aeo., tho 
Galatoa was not in sight from that point. 
Tho Mayflower had outsailed her on 
every tack. 

Steamship City of Alexandria ran into 
and sank a steam dredge near Scotland 
lightship during a dense fog. Two men 
on tho dredgo wcro slightly injurod. It 
is not known what damage has been dono 
to the steamer. 

Sandy Hook., N. .1 ., Sept. 9.— Tho ex- 
cursion steamer Empire Stato, with about 
800 passengers, wont ashore duriug a 
dense fog at half-past seven this evening 
on Sandy Hook beach. The passengers 
wore landed in safety. 

It iB rumored horo that another stoamor 
is ashore off Seabrigbt. In all six guns 
have boon hoard this evening, Binco 7 
o'clock, which wore taken for Bignala of 
distress: but nothing definite can bo 
learned. 

TIIE SPHOULE CASE. 

itlr. Christopher Kobinsoii Con- 
eludes His Argument-— The 
Attorney • General of Itiitish 
Columbia Follows. 

Ottawa, Sept. 2, — Argument in tho 
Sproulo case was continued this morning 
by Mr. Robinson, Q.C., who spoke till a 
quarter past two o'clock. Ho condemned 
the action of Mr. Justice Henry iu graining 
a writ of habeas corpus and giving an order 
for tbo release of the prisoner, and said 
thnt if this decision was upheld it would 
render it possible for the worst and vilest 
criminals confined in tho prisons of the 
Pacific coast to escape from the due punish- 
ment of their crimes. He then quoted 
numerous authorities to show that thu court 
of Oyer and Terminer, which tried tho pris- 
oner iu the first m-aance was of competent 
jurisdiction, lie stated that there was no 
doubt that .Mr. Justice Henry had taken for 
granted that tho ntututo respecting the 
competency of the supremo court of Britiah 
Columbia to try the prisonei was not in 
force, when in reality it was. 

Mr. McCarthy— We know that it is in 
force, but it does not apply to this case. 

Mr. Robinson 'theu quoted numerous 
"authorities showing that in many similar , 
cases tho writ of habeas corpus granted by 
Mr. J us tic o Henrj had been refused. 
ME. DAVIE S AUO CM KNT, 

The attorney -general of British Colum- 
bia, Mr. A. E B Davio, Q C, followed, 
Lie began by quoting authorities to show 
that Mr. Justice Henry had not tho juris- 
diction to grant the writ of habeas corpxu 
or the order for tho release of the 
prisoner, fie stated that it had already 
been shown that tho court of Oyer and 
Terminer, which had tried tho prisoner in 
the firs; iiiatanco, was one of compotout 
jurisdiction, that this court condemned 
the prisoner, and that he appealed tho 
case to the supreme court of Hri;inli 
Columbia, but that a change was mado 
in thu order of venue after the court hud 
pronounced sentence on tho prisoner. 
Application was then made to tho supreme 
court of Canada for a writ of habeas 
corpvs, which was grunted by Mr. Justice 
Homy, along with an order for tho re- 
lease of tho prisoner Mr. Davio stated 
that the actimi of Mr Justice Henry in 
granting u writ of habeas corpxu after the 
prisoner had boon sentenced to death 
waa ono which had completely per- 
plexed the courts of British Columbia, 
and when an order from Mr. Juslico 
Henry for the release of th» prisoner 
was received by the sheriff ho immediately 
came to the offioe of tho attorney-general 
foradvioe. And hence the present me* 
tion. Ho stilted that tiie action of Mr. 
Justice Henry would establish a prece- 
dent by means of which numbers of pri- 
soner.-, now confined in the prisons of Brit- 
ish Columbia could, if this decision was 
not quashed, obtain thoir liberty. 
Whether guilty "r not guilty, 
the fact of the prisoner in the casn 
boing possessed of means and friends 
should not be tho reason of hia escaping 
(ho punishraont due for a crime which 
two courts had already declared him guil- 
ty of, while his more unfortunate brothers 
in guilt, although not a bit more guilty 
than he, should sutler tho just, penalty of 
their crimes. Hs ooncluded by hoping 
their Lordships would carefully consider 
the merits of the case und set aside the 
writ ol Tittbea.i corpus granted by Mr. Jus- 
tice Heiny, try means of which a prisoner 
who bad already been proven guilty of tho 
crime of wilful murdor should bo set at 
liberty-

Mr. Daltou McCarthy, in arguing for 
the dofi ndant, stated that be had already 
striven to prove to their lordships that tho 
prose nco ol tho prisoner was actually neces- 
sary before i his discussion could be gonenn 
with. He quoted several authorities, and 
among others cited a u'uso in which Chief 
Justice Ritchie himself had orderod tho 
presence of tho prisoner before going on 
with the case. 

Chief Justice Ritchio — But that was iu 
the case ol tho return of the writ. 

Mr. McCarthy contended that the pris 
ounr's presence was even more necessary 
in the present case, when hia life and lib- 
erty were at Stake. Mr. McCarthy was 
still speaking when the court rose at I 
o'ol ock.

Hon. Ucorgrc Foster Advocates 
Telegraphic Communica- 
tion Between Victoria and 
the Entrance to the Straits. 

(Exclusive to This Colonist. 1 
Toronto, Sept. 1). — A special from Win- 
nipeg aayHi Tho Hon. Mr. Poster, minister 
of marine and fisheries, in speaking hero of 
the Pacific coaHt, says that its course is 
mainly from Burrard inlet down southweHt 
through tho Juan doFnoa straits, and south 
along tho coaHt. In order to compete suc- 
cessfully with Americans ho deemed it 
necessary to establish n station on tho south 
side of Vancouver Island, opposite Cape 
l'lattory, where tho straits of Juan de Puoa 
commence. He said that this station would 
have to bo connoctcd with Victoria by tele- 
graph, and thou all vessels entering could 
bo promptly reported and Canadian pilots 
and merchants could bo ready to receive 
vessels. At prOHenco the Americans get the 
advantage by having a station at Cape 
Flattery, and reporting all vessels by wire 
us they enter the straits.

There is about to be erected in the 
premises of tho National Bank of Scot- 
land, St. Andrew Square, Edinburgh, tho 
largest steel strongroom or snfo ovur man- 
ufactured. Its oxternul dimensions are 
fifty feet long by twelvo feet broad and 
ten foot high, and a careful computation 
bIiows that within it eight bo stored about 
1,250 tons of woigbt of sold bullion, equal 
in value to §550,000,000. It is heavy in 
proportion to its si-io, weighing 100 tons. 
Its walls are bolioved to bo thicker than 
those of any other steelroom of similar 
proportions in the United Kingdom. 

With the view of insuring greater se- 
curity than has hitherto beet! obtained, 
its walls are composed of a triple series of 
plates, similar to those which the firm 
have for many years used in tho manufac- 
ture of bankers' Bates. Theso plates are 
so toughened and hardened as to bo 
practically impervious uliko to tho forco 
of blows, levorago and cutting by drilla. 
Tho "compounding of the plate," as it is 
termed, involves an enormous amount of 
drilling, no fewer than 1,000 being 
pierced in each SOOtion. Admission to 
tho interior of this strongroom is ob- 
tained by moans of three massive 
doors, each seven Inches thick 
and weighing about a ton and 
a half, nut on tho hardened steel pins on 
which they are hung they awing with the 
greatest ease. 

Apart from the great thickness of com- 
pounded hard and mild steel plates in 
these doors, tho principal features they 
present, ia the patent diagonal bolts. 
These bolts of which thero are twenty in 
each door, ahoot out from tho edge of the 
door at opposing angles flf forty-five de- 
grees, and thus powerfully dovetail tho 
door into the frame at either side. Thus 
any attempted wedging between the door 
audita frame simply tends to bind these 
bolts tighter into their holes. — Scotsman.
